Chapman's fitness to fill the 
place he now occupies. The hear 
ing will be held next Thursday 
evening and citizens are asked to 
submit in writing all they know 
upon these points, to be consid- 
ered at that meeting. 

The board of trustees of the 
Madisonville public school held 
a call meeting Monday in the 
office of the secretary, all the 
members being present. The 
chairman of the board stated 
that the object of the call meet 
ing was to discuss discipline in 
the school and the various 
rumor- being circulated in re- 
gard to Prof. Chapman. The 
following communication from 
him was read : 

'•To the Board of Trustees of the 
Madisonville Graded School : 
"I am informed that there 
have been ugly rumors regarding 
me which would render me an 
unfit Derson to remain in charge 
of your school as superintendent. 
I deny any and all such charges, 
and urgently request you to 
make an immediate and thorough 
investigation. If the truth does 
not fully vindicate nve I shall 
feel in duty bound to resign at 
once. Respectfully, 

"Georuk W. Chapman." 
T h e following resolutions 
were adopted by the board : 

"Whereas-, the idea is enter- 
tained by some that the super- 
intendent of the Madisonville 
Graded School has no power of 
correction of pupils. Now with- 
out passing on the propriety of 
past corrections, be it resolved 
that it is the sense of the Board 
of Trustees of said school that 
proper discipline in said school 
be maintained and that the pub 
lished rules of this board be 
faithfully and impartially en- 
forced. 

"A copy of this resolution 
shall be given to the superin- 
tendent and he will read the 
same to the school ; and where- 
as there are rumors afioat re- 
garding the improper conduct, of 
the superintendent, and he has 
demanded an immediate investi- 
gation thereof. Now, be it 

"Resolved, That the Board of 
Trustees do hereby set Thursday, 
March 20th, 1906, at 7 o'clock p. 
m., at the Hopkins County 
Bank, for full and thorough in- 
vestigation of any and all mat- 
ters touching the fitness of Su- 
perintendent Chapman to re- 
main in charge of said school, 
and we request all persons who 
have knowledge or information 
on or before that date to send 
the board written charges with 
names of witnesses." 

Friends of Prof. Chapman ex- 
press great surprise at the deci- 
sion of Judge Hopewell in chang-

Soldier With Six Year* Fighting. Experi- 
ence Convicted of Manslaughter. 



Hopkinsville, Ky., March 17.— 
Charles Burris, charged with 
the killing of his wife 
at Pembroke, several months 
ago, was found guilty of volun- 
tary manslaughter by the jury 
this morning And given the high- 
est penalty, 21 years' confine- 
ment in the penitentiary. Bur- 
ris was in the army for six years 
and was honorably discharged in 
the Philippines. He was in the 
memorable charge up San Juan 
Hill and numerous other battles 
around Santiago, through all of 
which he passed without a 
scratch.

Who Formerly Worked at This Place, 
Confesses to Causing the D. & R. G. 



Operator S. F. Lively, whose 
home was at Munfordville, Ky., 
and who formerly worked at this 
and other points on the Hender- 
son division, says he was respon 
sible for the head end collision 
that occurred near Adobe on the 
D. & R. G. railroad March 16, in 
which 58 people were killed and 
injured. Lively was operator at 
Swallow Fork, Colo , and was 
working for the night man, Van 
Dozen, the night of the accident. 
An order was put out at Swallow 
Fork for passenger train No. 8 to 
meet passenger train 86 at Adobe. 
When No. 3 passed Swallow Fork 
operator Lively was asleep. The 
rain dispatcher at Pueblo, short- 
y after No. 3 had passed, asked 
perator Lively if No. 8 was by 
his station, and he said it was 
not. On the strength of this in- 
formation the dispatcher put out 
another order that the trains 
would meet at Swallow Fork iu- 
stead of Adobe. A few minutes 
later the trains crashed together 
with the above result. The em- 
ployes of the L. & N. will natur- 
ally wonder how No. 8 got by the 
board at Swallow Fork, as it is 
customary on this road for all 
traius to stop at train order of- 
fices if the signal is red, and also 
if they do not change from red to 
white, but it is exactly the re- 
he D. & R. G. The 
phore on that road st:

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BUILD UP THli SCHOOL. 

The school trouble in Madi- 
sonville is matter of very serious 
regret on the part of all citizens 
who take iuterest in the ed- 
ucational advancement of the 
town and county. The mis- 
fortune touches not the county 
seal alone hut reaches out gen- 
erally throughout the county 
and elsewhere. The school has 
'pupils from several other points 
in Hopkins county, and just now 
there are some forty students 
taking the normal course for 
teachers in that school. Some 
of these have never taught 
school but the bulk of them 
arc teachers and several states 
arc represented in their rankp. 

Whether all who live in Mad- 
isonville or in Hopkins couuty 
appreciate it or not our schools 
are of overwhelming importance 
to the public welfare and the 
progress of enlightened citizen- 
ship. It is a trulv serious mat- 
ter for Madisonville and for all 
patrons of the school that any- 
thing should have occurred that 
would cripple or iu any way im- 
pair the usefulness of the Madi- 
sxmville Graded School. Par- 
ticularly is this true since this 
is the Srst graded school, and 
yet in its infancy, that Madison 
villc with all its wealth and 
strength has ever had, and siuce 
only just now has Madisonville 
begun to give the people a free 
public school for longer term 
than that provided for by the 
State public school fund. 

The writer, reared in Madi- 
sonville, knows well, through 
regretful experience, the former 
eorrv lack of adequate free ed- 
ucational facilities and feels a 
proprietary right in commenting 
upon these things, both on this 
accouut and on account of the 
iuterest that every good citizan 
must feel in the progress of ed 
ilea Hon 

There has been uu arrest of the 
fcuporiutendent of the school and 
a prolonged trial on charge of 
Unmercifully whipping a boy un- 
der the age of sixteen years. The 
superintendent has been held 
over to the grand jury. The tes- 
timony at the trial showed that 
the puuishment was severe, 
though administered with a one 
and three-quarter ounce paddle, 
but that no injury resulted, fur- 
ther than a soreness and discolor- 
ation of the skin. It also showed 
that the boy was very refractory 
and that he fought the superin- 
tendent. 

The school, as is generally con 
ceded, has accomplished excel- 
lent results and had a bright fu- 
ture Rut Madame Rumor has] 
held the boards and damaging 
gossip has been handed around 
unsparingly for some time past 
witliMiit auy one having the 
grit to prefer a specific charge 
against the object of these re- 
ports, which rumors the Superin- 
tendent and the gentlemen com- 
posing the Board of Trustees de- 
nounce as slanderous. 

It ia acknowledged that, but 
for the gossip afloat, the punish- 
ment <»f one bad boy more or 
less would not have precipitated 
such a seasational trial aud pro- 
secution as the superintendent 
has just new experienced. 

Upon the question of corporal 
punishmeut iu public schools we 
hold the opinion that it is some- 
times absolutely necessary; that 
it should be always aVoided if 
there is any other possible way 



of maintaining the «bhO< dis- 
cipline; and that, when admin- 
istered, it should be done with 
moderation and in i way not to 
unnecessarily degrade t lit- offend 
iug pupil. 

As published in today'.- Beb, 
the Superintendent has demund 
ed a full investigation of all ru- 
mors affecting himself, and the 
Board of Trustees have set a time 
for considering any ohnrges, It 
is to be hoped, if anyone 
real grievance, they will, in the 
interest of ;he future welfare of 
the school and the town, pur the 
charges in tangible shape. M that 
it may either be established or 
cleared up. 

Let everybody contribute tne 
best effort and influence, lion 
aud ever, to support and encour 
age our public schools.

Moscow, March 21. -The Credit Mu- 
tual, one of the largest banks In Mos- 
cow, was mysteriously robbed by 
masked men at dusk, Tuesday night', 
the robbers securing $4:12,500.

The bank is 
tituated in Ilinka street, in the heart 
of the city. The last of the clerks had 
Just departed, leaving an Inside guard 
of three men, while under the porte 
cochre, outside, were a policeman and 
the house porter. 

According to the story of the guards, 
In the twinkling of an eye they 
confronted with revolvers in the hands 
of 20 masked men, who had entered 
silently by the main door, which had 
been locked when the office force left.

The robbers then took up politic 
all the entrances and the curtains of 
the windows were lowered.
